Board  required  the  Airport  to  remove  all  residual  chlorine  from  its  treated  sewage  effluent 
being  discharged  to  the  Bay  through  the  deep-water  outfall  in  1974;  and 

WHEREAS,  on  October  14,  1975,  the  Regional  Board  directed  the  Airport  to  join

[Justice  for  the  Bolivian  People  Massacred  in  October  2003  Demonstrations] 


Resolution  supporting  justice  for  the  Bolivian  people  massacred  in  October  2003 
demonstrations  and  supporting  the  survivors'  legal  request  that  Gonzalo  Sanchez  de 
Lozada,  Carlos  Sanchez  Berzain  and  Jorge  Berindoague  return  to  Bolivia  immediately 
to  stand  trial  in  the  case  against  them. 


WHEREAS,  During  October  of  2003,  the  people  of  Bolivia  protested  a  plan  by 
President  Gonzalo  "Goni"  Sanchez  de  Lozada's  to  export  Bolivia's  natural  gas  to  California 
via  Chile;  the  sale  of  which  would  have  benefited  private  oil  companies  rather  than  the 
Bolivian  people;  and 

WHEREAS,  On  October  11,  2003  Gonzalo  Sanchez  de  Lozada  and  two  of  his 
ministers,  Carlos  Sanchez  Berzain  and  Jorge  Berindoague,  signed  Supreme  Decree  No. 
27209  directing  the  military  to  break  up  demonstrations  that  blocked  fuel  truck  access  to  the 
city  of  La  Paz;  and 

WHEREAS,  67  people  were  killed,  including  innocent  children  as  young  as  5  years  old 
and  elderly  bystanders  as  old  as  70,  and  more  than  400  were  wounded  as  the  military  used 
deadly  force  to  break  up  these  civil  demonstrations;  and 

WHEREAS,  Gonzalo  Sanchez  de  Lozada,  Carlos  Sanchez  Berzain,  and  Jorge 
Berindoague  fled  Bolivia  on  October  17,  2003  and  currently  reside  in  the  United  States;  in 
Chevy  Chase  MD,  Key  Biscayne  FL,  and  in  Moraga,  CA,  respectively;  and 

WHEREAS,  Amnesty  International  concluded  it  is  "of  vital  importance  to  carry  out 
exhaustive  and  independent  investigations  into  the  events  of  October  2003,  make  the 
outcome  of  the  investigations  public  and  bring  those  responsible  to  justice;"  and 
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WHEREAS,  In  2004  the  Bolivian  people  gathered  700,000  signatures  demanding  that 
the  government  investigate  the  killings  and  two  thirds  of  Bolivia's  Congress  voted  to  authorize 
a  "Trial  of  Responsibility";  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Bolivian  Attorney  General's  Office  conducted  a  rigorous  and  thorough 
investigation  into  the  deaths  of  October  2003  to  determine  whether  Sanchez  de  Lozada  and 
his  cabinet  ministers  should  be  held  legally  responsible  for  the  violence;  and 

WHEREAS,  These  investigations  exhumed  the  bodies  of  the  dead  for  autopsies  to 
provide  evidence,  carried  out  detailed  forensic  studies,  crime  scene  investigations  and 
eyewitness  testimony  -  all  of  which  point  to  the  excessive  use  of  force  against  protestors  by 
the  armed  forces;  and 

WHEREAS,  Twelve  government  ministers  have  already  testified  in  the  case,  most  of 
whom  have  blamed  Gonzalo  Sanchez  de  Lozada,  and 

WHEREAS,  As  a  result  nine  of  the  ministers  have  been  indicted  on  a  number  of 
charges,  the  most  serious  being  "genocide  in  the  form  of  bloody  massacre";  and 

WHEREAS,  Sanchez  de  Lozada,  Berzain  and  Berindoague  are  the  only  three 
individuals  remaining  to  testify  and  the  Bolivian  people  and  Government  demand  that  these 
three  officials  stand  trail  for  their  involvement;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Bolivian  Foreign  Ministry  issued  a  legal  request  to  the  U.S.  State 
Department  on  June  22,  2005  directing  the  U.S.  to  serve  Sanchez  de  Lozada,  Berzain,  and 
Berindoague  with  legal  notice  to  return  to  Bolivia  to  provide  testimony  in  this  case;  and 

WHEREAS,  Despite  repeated  attempts  by  the  Bolivian  Government  to  urge  the  U.S.  to 
serve  these  three  men,  the  U.S.  government  has  failed  to  notify  them,  and  has  failed  to 
respond  to  this  official  request;  and 

WHEREAS,  October  17th  2006  marks  the  3  year  anniversary  of  Sanchez  de  Lozada, 
Berzain,  and  Berindoague's  departure  from  Bolivia;  and

Resolution  establishing  a  property-based  business  improvement  district  to  be  known 
as  the  "Central  Market  Community  Benefit  District  (CBD),"  ordering  the  levy  and 
collection  of  assessments  against  property  located  in  that  district  for  seven  years, 
commencing  with  fiscal  year  2006-2007,  subject  to  conditions  as  specified,  and  making 
environmental  Findings.

ZBD  and  the  proposed  levy  of  assessments  within  such  District  was  held  on  October  31 , 
2006,  at  3  p.m.,  in  the  Board's  Legislative  Chambers,  located  on  the  Second  Floor  of  City 
Hall,  1  Dr.  Carlton  B.  Goodlett  Place,  San  Francisco,  California;  and, 

WHEREAS,  At  the  public  hearing,  the  testimony  of  all  interested  persons  for  or  against 
the  proposed  formation  of  the  District,  the  levy  of  assessments  on  property  within  the  District, 
the  extent  of  the  District,  and  the  furnishing  of  specified  types  of  improvements,  services  and 
activities  within  the  District,  was  heard  and  considered,  and  a  full,  fair  and  complete  meeting 
and  hearing  was  held;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Board  of  Supervisors  heard  and  considered  all  objections  or  protests 
to  the  proposed  assessments  and  the  Director  of  the  Department  of  Elections  tabulated  the 
assessment  ballots  submitted  and  not  withdrawn,  in  support  of  or  in  opposition  to  the 
proposed  assessments,  and  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  determined  that  a  majority  of  the  ballots 
cast  (weighted  according  to  the  proportional  financial  obligations  of  the  property)  by  the 
owners  of  record  of  the  property  located  within  the  proposed  District  did  not  oppose 
establishing  the  proposed  district;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  public  interest,  convenience  and  necessity  require  the  establishment 
of  the  proposed  Central  Market  Community  Benefit  District;  and, 

WHEREAS,  In  the  opinion  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  the  property  within  the  District 
will  be  specially  benefited  by  the  improvements,  services  and  activities  funded  by  the 
assessments,  and  no  assessment  has  been  imposed  on  any  parcel  which  exceeds  the 
reasonable  cost  of  the  proportional  special  benefit  conferred  on  that  parcel;  now  therefore  be 
it 
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RESOLVED,  that  the  Board  of  Supervisors  declares  as  follows: 

Section  1.    FINDING  OF  NO  MAJORITY  PROTEST.  The  Board  of  Supervisors 
hereby  finds  that  a  majority  protest  does  not  exist  as  defined  in  Section  4(e)  of  Article  XII ID  of 
the  California  Constitution  and  Section  53753  of  the  California  Government  Code  with  respect 
to  the  formation  of  Central  Market  Community  Benefit  District.  All  objections  or  protests  both 
written  and  oral,  are  hereby  duly  overruled. 

Section  2.  ESTABLISHMENT  OF  DISTRICT.  Pursuant  to  the  Act  and  Article  1 5,  a 
property-based  business  improvement  district  designated  as  the  "Central  Market  Community 
Benefit  District"  is  hereby  established. 

Section  3.  DESCRIPTION  OF  DISTRICT.  The  Central  Market  Community  Benefit 
District  shall  include  all  parcels  of  real  property  within  the  district,  the  exterior  boundaries  of 
which  are  as  follows: 

The  exterior  boundaries  of  the  District  are  as  set  forth  in  the  map  contained  in  the 
Management  District  Plan  dated  October  31 ,  2006,  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  in  File  No.  060860,  and  incorporated  herein  by  reference.  The  District  contains 
141  identified  parcels  in  the  Central  Market  area.  The  exterior  boundaries  of  the  District 
include  all  parcels  on  both  sides  of  the  street  unless  otherwise  noted,  as  follows: 

5th  Street  from  Market  Street  to  Mission  Street  (West  side  only); 

6th  Street  from  Market  Street  to  Jessie  Street  (East  and  West  sides); 

7th  Street  from  Market  Street  to  Stevenson  Street  (East  and  West  sides); 

8th  Street  on  the  East  side  of  the  street  from  Market  Street  to  approximately  185  feet 
from  the  Southeast  corner  of  Market  Street  and  8th  Street  -  in  which  the  lot  line  is  drawn  to  a 
point  equidistant  with  the  balance  of  the  depth  of  the  parcels  on  that  block  between  7th  Street 
and  8th  Street  (as  if  there  was  a  continuation  of  Stevenson  Street  to  8th  Street);  also  on  the 
West  side  of  8th  Street  running  Southward  from  the  Southwest  corner  of  8th  Street  and  Market 
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Street,  including  Parcels  No.  3701-050,  3701-059,  3701-005,  and  3701-060,  but  not  including 
Parcel  No.  3701-053  (PG&E  parcel)  at  the  corner  of  8th  Street  and  Mission  Street; 

9th  Street  just  including  the  parcel  at  the  Southeast  corner  of  the  Market  Street  and  9th 
Street  intersection; 

Market  Street  from  5th  Street  to  9th  Street  {South  side); 

Market  Street  from  Cyril  Magnin  Street  to  Mason  Street  and  then  from  Hyde  Street  to 
Larkin  Street  (North  side); 

Mission  Street  from  5th  Street  running  West  (North  side  only)  including  the  Old  Mint  and 
four  parcels  (Parcels  No.  3704-012,  3704-013,  3704-015,  and  3704-017)  directly  West  of  Mint 
Street; 

Jessie  Street  from  5th  Street  to  6th  Street  (North  side  only),  and  Jessie  Street  running 
West  from  6m  Street  including  six  parcels  (Parcels  No.  3703-006,  3703-007,  3703-010,  3703- 
01 1 ,  3703-012,  and  3703-086)  to  the  West  of  6th  Street  (North  side  only);  and, 

Mint  Street  from  Jessie  Street  to  Mission  Street 

Reference  should  be  made  to  the  detailed  map  and  the  list  of  parcels  identified  by 
Assessor  Parcel  Number  contained  in  the  Management  District  Plan  in  order  to  determine 
which  specific  parcels  are  included  in  the  District. 

Section  4.  FINDING  OF  BENEFIT.  The  Board  of  Supervisors  hereby  finds  that  the 
property  within  the  District  will  be  benefited  by  the  improvements  and  activities  funded  by  the 
assessments  proposed  to  be  levied. 

Section  5.    SYSTEM  OF  ASSESSMENTS,  (a)  Annual  assessments  will  be  levied  to 
pay  for  the  activities  to  be  provided  within  the  District,  commencing  with  fiscal  year  2006- 
2007,  and  continuing  for  seven  years,  ending  with  fiscal  year  2012-2013.  For  purposes  of 
levying  and  collecting  assessments  within  the  District,  a  fiscal  year  shall  commence  on  each 
July  1st  and  end  on  the  following  June  30th. 
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(b)  The  total  amount  of  the  proposed  assessments  to  be  levied  and  collected  for 
fiscal  year  2006-2007  shall  be  $535,299.  The  amount  of  assessments  to  be  levied  and 
collected  in  subsequent  fiscal  years  through  the  first  half  of  fiscal  year  2012-2013  may  be 
increased  annually  by  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  District  by  an  amount  not  to  exceed  the 
change  in  the  Consumer  Price  Index  for  All  Urban  Consumers  in  the  San  Francisco-Oakland- 
San  Jose  Consolidated  Metropolitan  Statistical  Area,  or  5  percent,  whichever  is  lower. 

(c)  The  method  and  basis  of  levying  and  collecting  the  assessment  shall  be  as  set 
forth  in  the  District  Management  Plan.  The  levy  of  the  assessments  shall  commence  with 
fiscal  year  2006-2007.  Each  year  the  assessment  shall  be  due  and  payable  in  two  equal 
installments.  The  first  installment  shall  be  due  on  November  1  of  each  fiscal  year  during  the 
life  of  the  District,  and  shall  become  delinquent  on  December  10  of  that  fiscal  year.  The 
second  installment  shall  be  due  on  February  1  of  each  fiscal  year  during  the  life  of  the  District, 
and  shall  become  delinquent  on  April  10  of  that  fiscal  year.  Nonpayment  of  the  assessment 
shall  have  the  same  lien  priority  and  delinquent  payment  penalties  and  be  subject  to  the  same 
enforcement  procedures  and  remedies  as  the  ad  valorem  property  tax. 

Section  6.    USE  OF  REVENUES.  The  property-related  services,  improvements  or 
activities  for  the  District  include  a  Public  Space,  Beautification  and  Safety  component, 
consisting  of  regular  sidewalk  and  gutter  sweeping  (at  least  five  times  per  week),  quarterly 
sidewalk  steam  cleaning,  spot  steam  cleaning  as  necessary,  public  right  of  way  beautification, 
maintenance  of  pedestrian  public  spaces  in  addition  to  sidewalks,  banners  and  decorations, 
enhanced  trash  emptying  in  the  public  rights  of  way,  removal  of  bulky  items,  graffiti  removal, 
tree  and  vegetation  maintenance  and  planting,  equipment,  supplies,  tools,  vehicle 
maintenance  and  insurance,  maintenance  personnel  and  supervisor/oversight  costs, 
improved  public  safety  services  (over  and  above  those  services  currently  provided  by  the 
City),  repayment  of  district  formation  costs;  a  District  Identity  and  Streetscape 
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Improvements/Marketing  and  Promotions  component,  consisting  of  special  events,  marketing 
and  promotions  strategies,  personnel  related  to  marketing  and  promotions,  logo  development 
and  web  site,  pedestrian  kiosks  and  way-finding  signage  system,  public  space  planning  and 
implementation,  farmer's  market,  walking  map,  advertising,  markers  and  public  art  highlighting 
the  District's  history  and  resident  population,  and  repayment  of  district  formation  costs;  an 
Administrative,  Organization  and  Corporate  Operations  component,  consisting  of  staff  and 
administrative  costs,  insurance,  office  related  expenses,  financial  reporting,  communications 
and  repayment  of  district  formation  costs;  and  a  Contingency  and  Reserve  component  for 
delinquencies,  reserves,  long  term  capital  improvement  projects,  hardship  repayments  and 
repayment  of  district  formation  costs. 

The  above  improvements,  services  and  activities  will  be  funded  by  the  levy  of  the 
assessments.  The  revenue  from  the  levy  of  the  assessments  within  the  District  shall  not  be 
used  to  provide  improvements,  services  or  activities  outside  the  District  or  for  any  purpose 
other  than  the  purposes  specified  in  Board  of  Supervisors  Resolution  No.  519-06. 

Section  7.    AUTHORITY  TO  CONTRACT.  The  Board  of  Supervisors  may  contract 
with  a  separate  private  entity  to  administer  the  improvements,  services  and  activities  set  forth 
in  Section  6.  Any  such  entity  shall  hold  the  funds  it  receives  from  the  City  and  County  of  San 
Francisco  ("City")  in  trust  for  the  improvements,  services  and  activities  set  forth  in  Section  6. 
Any  entity  that  holds  funds  in  trust  for  purposes  related  to  the  contract  shall,  at  no  expense  to 
the  City,  provide  an  annual  independent  audit  report  by  a  Certified  Public  Accountant  of  all 
such  funds.  The  audit  may  be  funded  from  assessment  proceeds  as  part  of  the  general 
administration  of  the  District.  At  all  times  the  Board  of  Supervisors  shall  reserve  full  rights  of 
accounting  of  these  funds.  The  Mayor's  Office  of  Economic  and  Workforce  Development 
shall  be  the  City  agency  responsible  for  coordination  between  the  City  and  the  District. 

Section  8.    AMENDMENTS.  The  properties  in  the  District  established  by  this 
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resolution  shall  be  subject  to  any  amendments  to  the  Act  and  Article  15. 

Section  9.    RECORDATION  OF  NOTICE  AND  DIAGRAM.  The  County  Clerk  is 
hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  record  a  notice  and  an  assessment  diagram  pursuant  to 
Section  36627  of  the  California  Streets  and  Highways  Code  following  adoption  of  this 
Resolution. 

Section  10.  LEVY  OF  ASSESSMENT.  The  adoption  of  this  Resolution  and 
recordation  of  the  notice  and  assessment  diagram  pursuant  to  Section  36627  of  the  California 
Streets  and  Highways  Code  constitutes  the  levy  of  an  assessment  in  each  of  the  fiscal  years 
referred  to  in  the  District  Management  Plan.  Each  year,  the  Assessor  shall  enter  on  the 
County  Assessment  Roll  opposite  each  lot  or  parcel  of  land  the  amount  of  the  assessment 
and  such  assessment  shall  be  collected  in  the  same  manner  as  the  County  property  taxes  are 
collected. 

Section  11.  BASELINE  SERVICES.  To  ensure  that  assessment  revenues  from  the 
District  are  used  to  enhance  the  current  level  of  services  provided  by  the  City  within  the 
District,  the  establishment  of  the  District  will  not  affect  the  City's  policy  to  continue  to  provide 
the  same  level  of  service  to  the  areas  encompassed  by  the  District  as  it  provides  to  other 
similar  areas  of  the  City  for  the  duration  of  the  District,  provided,  however,  that  in  the  event  of 
a  significant  downturn  in  citywide  revenues,  the  Board  of  Supervisors  may  reduce  the  level  of 
municipal  services  citywide,  including  within  the  District. 

Section  12.  ENVIRONMENTAL  FINDINGS.  The  Planning  Department  has 
determined  that  the  actions  contemplated  in  this  Resolution  are  in  compliance  with  the 
California  Environmental  Quality  Act  (California  Public  Resources  Code  sections  21000  et 
seq.).  Said  determination  is  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  in  File  No.

Resolution  declaring  November  2006  Lung  Cancer  Awareness  Month  and  urges  public 
officials  and  the  citizens  of  San  Francisco  to  observe  the  month  with  appropriate 
activities  and  programs  during  this  month  and  throughout  the  year. 

WHEREAS,  Lung  Cancer  is  the  leading  cause  of  cancer  death  in  both  men  and 
women  in  California,  the  United  States,  and  the  world,  this  year  killing  more  Americans  than 
the  next  six  cancers  combines  including  breast,  prostate,  colon,  liver,  kidney,  and  melanoma 
cancer;  and 

WHEREAS,  In  2006,  approximately  174,470  Americans  will  be  diagnosed  with  lung 
cancer,  and  162,460  Americans  will  be  lost  to  lung  cancer,  including  an  estimated  13,870 
Californians;  and, 

WHEREAS,  In  the  early  stages  of  lung  cancer,  symptoms  are  usually  not  apparent. 
However,  when  symptoms  occur,  the  cancer  is  often  advanced.  Symptoms  of  lung  cancer 
include  chronic  cough,  hoarseness,  coughing  up  blood,  weight  loss  and  loss  of  appetite, 
shortness  of  breath  fever  without  a  known  reason,  wheezing,  repeated  bouts  of  bronchitis  or 
pneumonia,  and  chest  pain;  and, 

WHEREAS,  There  is  currently  no  standard  screening  for  early  detection  of  lung  cancer 
that  greatly  improves  the  survival  rate;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  majority  of  new  cases  of  lung  cancer  each  year  are  in  former 
smokers  or  persons  who  have  never  smoked;  and 

WHEREAS,  Although  there  is  a  strong  link  between  tobacco  and  lung  cancer,  there  is 
a  critical  need  for  further  research  to  understand  the  complex  interrelationship  of  genetic, 
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molecular,  and  other  biologic  processes  to  explain  the  development  of  lung  cancers  in  those 
who  have  never  smoked  and  the  failure  of  the  majority  of  heavy  smokers  to  develop  the 
disease;  and 

WHEREAS,  Lung  cancer  research  has  been  chronically  under  funded  in  proportion  to 
its  public  health  impact  resulting  in  a  five-year  survival  rate,  which  has  remained  relatively 
unchanged  over  the  last  30  years,  while  the  survival  rate  for  most  other  cancers  has  improved 
significantly;  and 

WHEREAS,  A  large  portion  of  tobacco-related  funding  is  used  for  purposes  other  than 
that  of  lung  cancer  research,  yet  lung  cancer  funding  from  both  public  and  private  sources  is 
negatively  impacted  by  its  association  with  smoking;  and 

WHEREAS,  In  order  to  build  awareness  and  save  lives,  the  Lung  Cancer  Alliance,  a 
national  patient  advocacy  group  for  lung  cancer  dedicated  to  helping  build  awareness  of  this 
disease,  has  proclaimed  November  as  Lung  Cancer  Awareness  Month;  and 

WHEREAS,  It  is  only  fitting  and  proper  for  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  to  join 
the  nation  in  designating  November  as  Lung  Cancer  Awareness  Month  so  that  through  better 
education  and  an  increased  attention  to  funding  priorities,  more  cases  of  lung  cancer  may  be 
found  in  the  early  stage,  leading  to  the  chance  of  long-term  survival  rate  as  high  as  85

WHEREAS,  Public  and  private  agencies  in  San  Francisco  work  every  day  to  ensure 
that  vulnerable  families  and  individuals  are  safe  from  the  devastating  effects  of  hunger ;  and 

WHEREAS,  Federally  funded  nutrition  programs  serve  as  a  cornerstone  of  this  effort 
to  end  hunger  in  our  City.  More  than  a  dozen  federal  programs  form  a  patchwork  of 
assistance.  Many  programs,  like  the  National  School  Lunch  Program,  are  designed  to 
prevent  hunger  among  children.  Others  focus  on  ending  hunger  among  the  elderly,  while  a

d.  )  Due  to  lack  of  symptoms,  awareness  and  testing,  most  APIs  are  unaware  of  their 
infections 

e.  )  APIs  are  100  times  more  likely  to  have  Chronic  Hepatitis  B  than  Whites  (1  out  of  10 
for  Asians,  1  out  1000  for  Whites) 

f.  )  APIs  have  the  highest  rates  of  liver  cancer  for  any  racial/ethnic  group 

g.  )  The  greatest  health  disparity  between  Asian  Americans  and  Caucasian  Americans 
is  liver  cancer 

h.  )  Up  to  23,000  women  in  the  United  States  who  give  birth  each  year  have  chronic 
HBV  infection,  and  70%  of  them  are  API. 

i.  )  Liver  cancer  is  the  second  most  common  cause  of  cancer  death  in  Asian  men  living 
in  the  US 

j.)  Over  half  of  chronically  infected  HBV  Americans  are  API;  and 
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WHEREAS,  the  ramifications  of  this  health  care  crisis  could  have  dire  consequences 
for  the  entire  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  as  follows: 

a.  )  6,000  APIs  in  San  Francisco  are  projected  to  die  from  liver  disease  and  cancer

b.  )  The  cost  of  liver  transplants  is  more  than  $200,000  per  patient 

c.  )  Liver  cancer  usually  develops  between  ages  35  and  65,  when  people  are  maximally

d.  )  The  Hepatitis  B  vaccine  was  declared  the  first  anti-cancer  vaccine 

e.  )  Hepatitis  B  vaccine  is  safe  and  has  been  given  to  over  500  million  people  in  the 
world;  and

We  hope  all  of 
you  will  join  us  in  the  campaign  to  reduce  premature  birth  by  supporting  research, 
educating  the  public  and  health  care  providers  about  this  critical  issue. 


WHEREAS,  The  concern  for  the  African  American  community  in  San  Francisco  as  they 
have  the  highest  percentage  of  preterm  births,  15.2%;  and 

WHEREAS,  premature  birth  threatens  the  lives  and  health  of  more  than  half  a  million 
infants  every  year,  including  over  54,000  in  California  and  the  number  is  rising;  and

RESOLVED,  BY  THIS  BOARD  OF  SUPERVISORS  OF  THE  CITY  AND  COUNTY  OF

Section  1 .     Approval  of  the  Certificates.  The  Board  hereby  approves  the  execution 
and  delivery  of  the  Certificates,  which  shall  be  executed  and  delivered  in  accordance  with  a 
trust  agreement  as  the  same  is  finally  executed  and  delivered.

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Section  2.     Approval  of  the  Trust  Agreement  and  Authorization  of  Selection  of  the 
Trustee.  The  form  of  the  Trust  Agreement,  as  presented  to  this  Board  of  Supervisors,  a  copy 
of  which  is  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board,  is  hereby  approved.  The  Mayor  (or  his 
designee)  is  hereby  authorized  to  execute  the  Trust  Agreement,  and  the  Clerk  of  the  Board 
(or  her  designee)  is  hereby  authorized  to  attest  to  and  affix  the  seal  of  the  City  on  the  Trust 
Agreement,  with  such  changes,  additions  and  modifications  as  the  Mayor  may  make  or 
approve  in  accordance  with  Section  14  hereof.  The  Director  of  Public  Finance  (or  her 
designee)  is  hereby  authorized  to  select  a  trustee  to  serve  as  trustee  under  the  Trust 
Agreement  (the  "Trustee"). 

Section  3.     Approval  of  the  Property  Lease.  The  form  of  a  property  lease  between 
the  City  and  the  Trustee,  providing  for  the  lease  of  the  Leased  Property  by  the  City  to  the 
Trustee  (the  "Property  Lease"),  as  presented  to  this  Board  of  Supervisors,  for  a  maximum 
term  not  to  exceed  forty-five  (45)  years  from  the  date  of  commencement  thereof,  at  a  total  rent 
of  $1 .00  per  annum,  a  copy  of  which  is  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board,  is  hereby  approved.

The 
Director  of  Public  Finance  is  hereby  authorized  to  approve  the  distribution  of  an  Official  Notice 
of  Sale  for  the  Certificates,  with  such  changes,  additions  modifications  or  deletions  as  the 
Director  of  Public  Finance  may  approve  upon  consultation  with  the  City  Attorney;  such 
approval  to  be  conclusively  evidenced  by  the  distribution  of  the  Official  Notice  of  Sale  to 
potential  purchasers  of  the  Certificates. 

Section  6.     Approval  of  Notice  of  Intention  to  Sell  relating  to  the  Certificates.  The 
form  of  a  notice  of  intention  to  sell  relating  to  the  Certificates  (the  "Notice  of  Intention  to  Sell"), 
as  presented  to  this  Board  of  Supervisors,  a  copy  of  which  is  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the 
Board,  is  hereby  approved.  The  Director  of  Public  Finance  is  hereby  authorized  to  approve 
the  publication  of  the  Notice  of  Intention  to  Sell  relating  to  the  Certificates,  with  such  changes, 
additions,  modifications  or  deletions  as  the  Director  of  Public  Finance  may  approve  upon 
consultation  with  the  City  Attorney;  such  approval  to  be  conclusively  evidenced  by  the 
publication  of  the  Notice  of  Intention  to  Sell  relating  to  the  Certificates. 

Section  7.     Approval  of  the  Official  Statement  in  Preliminary  and  Final  Form.  The 
form  of  an  official  statement  relating  to  the  Certificates  (the  "Official  Statement"),  as  presented 
to  this  Board  of  Supervisors,  a  copy  of  which  is  on  file  in  preliminary  form  with  the  Clerk  of  the 
Board,  is  hereby  approved.  The  Director  of  Public  Finance  is  hereby  authorized  to  approve 
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the  distribution  of  the  preliminary  Official  Statement  for  the  Certificates,  with  such;  changes, 
additions,  modifications  or  deletions  as  the  Director  of  Public  Finance  may  approve  upon 
consultation  with  the  City  Attorney;  such  approval  to  be  conclusively  evidenced  by  the 
distribution  of  the  preliminary  Official  Statement  to  potential  purchasers  of  the  Certificates. 
The  Controller  of  the  City,  or  his  designee  (collectively,  the  "Controller"),  is  hereby  authorized 
to  execute,  and  the  Director  of  Public  Finance  is  hereby  further  authorized  to  approve  the 
distribution  of,  the  Official  Statement  for  the  Certificates  in  final  form. 

Section  8.     Approval  of  the  Continuing  Disclosure  Certificate.  The  form  of  a 
Continuing  Disclosure  Certificate  of  the  City,  as  presented  to  this  Board  of  Supervisors,  a 
copy  of  which  is  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board,  is  hereby  approved.  The  Controller  is 
hereby  authorized  to  execute  the  Continuing  Disclosure  Certificate,  with  such  modifications, 
changes  or  additions  as  the  Controller  may  approve  upon  consultation  with  the  City  Attorney; 
such  approval  to  be  conclusively  evidenced  by  the  execution  and  delivery  of  the  Continuing 
Disclosure  Certificate. 

Section  9.     Approval  of  Reimbursement.  Pursuant  to  Treasury  Regulations  Section 
1.150-2,  the  City  hereby  declares  its  official  intent  to  reimburse  from  proceeds  of  the  sale  of 
the  Certificates  capital  expenditures  of  the  Project  paid  within  sixty  (60)  days  prior  to  the  date 
of  adoption  of  this  Resolution,  costs  of  issuance  of  the  Certificates  and  other  expenditures 
permitted  to  be  reimbursed  pursuant  to  Treasury  Regulations  Section  1 .150-2.  The  maximum 
amount  of  the  Certificates  which  the  City  expects  to  execute  and  deliver  and  from  which  it 
expects  to  reimburse  itself  for  the  costs  of  the  Project  pursuant  to  this  Resolution  is 
$162,000,000.  Any  reimbursement  allocation  of  proceeds  of  the  Certificates  to  be  made  with 
respect  to  expenditures  incurred  prior  to  the  execution  and  delivery  of  the  Certificates 
(excluding  certain  de  minimis  expenditures  and  preliminary  expenditures  in  an  amount  not  to 
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exceed  twenty  percent  (20%)  of  the  issue  price  of  the  Certificates)  will  occur  not  later  than 
eighteen  (18)  months  after  the  later  of  (i)  the  date  on  which  the  expenditure  is  paid,  or  (ii)  the 
date  on  which  the  facilities  are  placed  in  service,  but  in  no  event  more  than  three  (3)  years 
after  the  expenditure  is  paid. 

Section  10.  Approval  of  1650  Mission  Removal  of  Pre-Closing  Contingencies  and  the 
Purchase  of  1650  Mission.  The  Board  of  Supervisors  approves  and  authorizes  the  Director  of 
Property  to  remove  on  or  before  December  31 ,  2006  all  pre-closing  contingencies  that  must 
be  removed  on  or  before  the  end  of  the  Due  Diligence  Period,  as  defined  in  the  1650  Mission 
Purchase  Agreement.  The  Board  of  Supervisors  further  approves  the  delivery  of  any  notices 
or  documents,  and  performance  of  all  actions,  as  may  be  reguired  by  the  City  to  exercise  its 
rights  under  the  1650  Mission  Purchase  Agreement,  including  the  assumption  of  leases  and 
contracts  at  closing.  The  Director  of  Property  (or  her  designee)  at  her  discretion  is  hereby 
authorized  to  take  all  actions  reasonably  necessary  or  prudent  to  perform  the  City's 
obligations  under  the  1650  Mission  Purchase  Agreement  and  to  consummate  the  City's 
acquisition  of  1650  Mission.

Section  14.    Modifications,  Changes  and  Additions.  The  Mayor  is  hereby  authorized 
to  approve  and  make  such  modifications,  changes  or  additions  to  the  Property  Lease,  the 
Project  Lease  or  the  Trust  Agreement,  upon  consultation  with  the  City  Attorney,  as  may  be 
necessary  or  desirable  in  the  interests  of  the  City,  and  which  changes  do  not  materially 
increase  the  obligations  of  the  City  under  the  Property  Lease,  Project  Lease  or  the  Trust 
Agreement.

WHEREAS,  The  Spanish  speaking  population  in  the  US  is  large  enough  to  warrant  having 
television  channels  and  local  news  coverage  in  Spanish;  and, 

WHEREAS,  English  language  television  stations  in  this  country  have  broadcast  in  Spanish 
on  Saturdays  since  1958;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Full  time  Spanish  speaking  television  stations  began  operating  in  1960;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  public,  including  Spanish  speaking  viewers,  own  the  airwaves;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  broadcasters,  who  lease  airwaves,  must  meet  requirements  and  obtain  a 
license  to  operate  from  the  Federal  Communications  Commission  (FCC);  and, 

WHEREAS,  Section  307  of  the  Communications  Act  of  1934  includes  a  provision  that 
requires  broadcasters  to  be  responsive  to  the  needs  of  the  local  community  and  contribute  to 
the  common  good  in  order  to  obtain  a  license;  and, 

WHEREAS,  KSTS-48  Telemundo  has  been  serving  the  Spanish  speaking  community  in 
the  San  Francisco  Bay  Area  since  November  1st.  1987;  and, 

WHEREAS,  NBC-Universal,  which  owns  Telemundo,  announced  on  October  19th,  2006, 
that  it  will  eliminate  local  newscasts  at  six  Telemundo  stations  -including  KSTS-48  and 
replace  them  with  a  regional  newscast  out  of  Fort  Worth,  Texas;  and; 

WHEREAS,  This  structural  change  means  that  the  estimated  1.4  million  Latinos  living  in 
the  San  Francisco  Bay  Area  will  loose  access  to  information  and  to  a  platform  for  voicing  their 
concerns  and  struggles;  and, 
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WHEREAS,  This  would  also  negatively  impact  viewers  from  surrounding  counties,  most  of 
which  are  highly  populated  by  farmworkers  and  immigrants  who  heavily  rely  upon  "Noticiero 
48"  on  its  6pm  and  11pm  editions  for  news  and  information;  and, 

WHEREAS,  "Noticiero  48"  on  its  6pm  and  11pm  editions  serves  9  counties,  regularly 
covers  the  State's  Capitol,  and  its  news  coverage  is  instrumental  for  families  to  learn  about 
health,  education,  civic  participation,  human  and  immigrant  rights,  and  many  other  issues; 
and, 

WHEREAS,  "Noticiero  48"  on  its  6pm  and  11pm  editions  has  preserved  the  Hispanic 
Cultural  Heritage  through  special  coverage  of  The  Day  of  the  Dead,  Our  Lady  of  Guadalupe 
Day,  and  Cinco  de  Mayo  festivities;  and, 

WHEREAS,  "Noticiero  48"  on  its  6pm  and  1 1pm  editions  was  instrumental  in 
disseminating  information  during  key  struggles  for  equality  such  as  the  Driver's  License  Bill, 
the  December  12,  2003  boycott,  and  the  May  1 ,  2006  marches  organized  by  immigrant 
families  and  their  supporters;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  quantity  of  local  information  would  be  reduced  from  two  30  minutes 
"Noticiero  48"  editions  to  sporadic  news  segments  that  would  last  only  a  few  minutes;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  relationship  between  KSTS-48  Telemundo  and  under-served,  under- 
represented  families  would  be  minimal  if  not  lost,  because  there  would  not  be  enough

WHEREAS,  Pursuant  to  the  Property  and  Business  Improvement  Law  of  1994

Reference  should  be  made  to  the  detailed  map  and  the  list  of  businesses  identified  by 
Operating  Number  and  Facility  Name  in  the  Management  District  Plan  Appendices,  in  order  to 
determine  which  businesses  are  included  in  the  District. 

Section  4.  FINDING  OF  BENEFIT.  The  Board  of  Supervisors  hereby  finds  that  the 
businesses  within  the  District  will  be  benefited  by  the  improvements  and  activities  funded  by 
the  assessments  proposed  to  be  levied. 

Section  5.     SYSTEM  OF  ASSESSMENTS. 

(a)  Annual  assessments  will  be  levied  to  pay  for  the  activities  to  be  provided  within  the 
District,  commencing  with  fiscal  year  2006-2007  and  continuing  for  fourteen  years,  ending 
with  fiscal  year  2020-2021 .  For  purposes  of  levying  and  collecting  assessments  within  the 
District,  a  fiscal  year  shall  commence  on  each  July  1st  and  end  on  the  following  June  30th. 

(b)  The  annual  assessment  proposed  to  be  levied  and  collected  for  the  first  year  of 
the  District  (fiscal  year  2006-2007)  is  $187,1 13.00.  The  amount  of  the  annual  assessment  to 
be  levied  and  collected  for  year  two  through  year  fourteen  (fiscal  year  2007-2008  through 
fiscal  year  2020-2021)  on  businesses  that  are  not  subject  to  the  gross  sales  assessment 
formula  may  be  increased  from  one  year  to  the  next  by  a  percentage  that  does  not  exceed 
either  the  change  in  the  Consumer  Price  Index  for  All  Urban  Consumers  in  the  San  Francisco- 
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Oakland-San  Jose  Consolidated  Metropolitan  Statistical  Area,  or  5  percent,  whichever  is  less. 
For  businesses  whose  annual  assessments  are  calculated  based  on  a  gross  sales 
assessment  formula,  year  two  through  year  fourteen  assessments  may  increase  or  decrease 
annually  according  to  their  reported  gross  sales.  In  no  event  shall  any  business  be  assessed 
more  than  $65,000  annually.  The  total  maximum  assessments  that  could  be  collected 
annually  for  the  district,  is  $500,000. 

(c)     The  method  and  basis  of  levying  and  collecting  the  assessment  shall  be  as  set 
forth  in  the  District  Management  Plan.  The  levy  of  the  assessments  shall  commence  with 
fiscal  year  2006-2007,  and  the  final  assessment  shall  be  for  fiscal  year  2020-2021 .  Each  year 
the  assessments  shall  be  due  and  payable.  The  assessments  shall  be  collected  through  a 
special  annual  billing  sent  by  the  City's  Treasurer/Tax  Collector  by  May  1st  of  each  year  to 
each  holder  of  a  City  business  registration  certificate  (business  license)  in  the  District.  District 
businesses  will  have  until  the  last  day  of  June  each  year  to  pay  their  annual  assessments. 

Section  6.    USE  OF  REVENUES.  The  proposed  business-related  services, 
improvements  or  activities  for  the  District  include: 

District  Identity  and  Streetscape  Improvements,  Marketing  and  Promotions; 

Administration,  Organization  and  Corporate  Operations;  and, 

Contingency/Reserve. 

Examples  of  the  "District  Identity  and  Streetscape  Improvements,  Marketing  and 
Promotions"  special  benefit  services  and  costs  related  to  the  provision  of  these  services 
include  but  are  not  limited  to:  special  events;  marketing  and  promotions  strategies;  personnel 
related  to  marketing  and  promotions;  logo  development,  web  site  creation  and  maintenance; 
pedestrian  kiosks  and  way-finding  signage  system;  public  space  planning  and 
implementation;  walking  map;  advertising;  branding  of  the  Fisherman's  Wharf;  historical 
markers  and  public  art;  replacement  and  upgrading  of  street  furnishings;  beautification; 
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decorations;  parking  and  transportation  related  issues  for  visitors  and  employees; 
supplemental  trash  removal  in  the  public  rights  of  way;  security  and  maintenance  of  order; 
economic  development  and  transportation  issues;  other  public  right  of  way  special  benefits; 
and,  repayment  of  district  formation  costs. 

Examples  of  the  "Administration,  Organization  and  Corporate  Operations"  special 
benefit  services  and  costs  related  to  the  provision  of  these  services  include  but  are  not  limited 
to:  staff  and  administrative  costs;  insurance;  office  related  expenses;  financial  reporting;  and 
communications.  (These  "Administration,  Organization  and  Corporate  Operations"  costs  are 
to  be  shared  with  the  existing  Fisherman's  Wharf  CBD.) 

Examples  of  the  "Contingency/Reserve"  special  benefit  services  and  costs  related  to 
the  provision  of  these  services  include  but  are  not  limited  to:  delinquencies  due  to  non- 
payment of  assessments  by  business  owners;  hardship  contributions;  and  unallocated 
reserves. 

The  above  improvements,  services  and  activities  will  be  funded  by  the  levy  of  the 
assessments.  The  revenue  from  the  levy  of  the  assessments  within  the  District  shall  not  be 
used  to  provide  improvements,  services  or  activities  outside  the  District  or  for  any  purpose 
other  than  the  purposes  specified  in  Board  of  Supervisors  Resolution  No.  586-06. 

Section  7.    AUTHORITY  TO  CONTRACT.  The  Board  of  Supervisors  may  contract 
with  a  separate  private  entity  to  administer  the  improvements,  services  and  activities  set  forth 
in  Section  6.  Any  such  entity  shall  hold  the  funds  it  receives  from  the  City  and  County  of  San 
Francisco  ("City")  in  trust  for  the  improvements,  services  and  activities  set  forth  in  Section  6. 
Any  such  entity  that  holds  funds  in  trust  for  purposes  related  to  the  contract  shall  deliver,  at  no 
expense  to  the  City,  a  balance  sheet  and  the  related  statement  of  income  and  cash  flows  for 
each  fiscal  year,  all  in  reasonable  detail  acceptable  to  City,  reviewed  by  a  Certified  Public 
Accountant  (CPA);  this  review  shall  include  a  statement  of  negative  assurance  from  the  CPA. 
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In  addition,  or  alternatively,  the  Controller  or  the  Mayor's  Office  of  Economic  and  Workforce 
Development  may  in  their  discretion  require  the  private  entity  to  deliver,  at  no  expense  to  the 
City,  an  annual  independent  audit  report  by  a  Certified  Public  Accountant  of  all  such  funds. 
The  CPA  review  and/or  audit  may  be  funded  from  assessment  proceeds  as  part  of  the 
general  administration  of  the  District.  At  all  times  the  Board  of  Supervisors  shall  reserve  full 
rights  of  accounting  of  these  funds.  The  Mayor's  Office  of  Economic  and  Workforce 
Development  shall  be  the  City  agency  responsible  for  coordination  between  the  City  and  the 
District. 

Section  8.    AMENDMENTS.  The  businesses  in  the  District  established  by  this 
Resolution  shall  be  subject  to  any  amendments  to  the  Act  and  Article  1 5. 

Section  9.    RECORDATION  OF  NOTICE  AND  DIAGRAM.  The  County  Clerk  is 
hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  record  a  notice  and  an  assessment  diagram  pursuant  to 
Section  36627  of  the  California  Streets  and  Highways  Code  following  adoption  of  this 
Resolution. 

Section  10.  LEVY  OF  ASSESSMENT.  The  adoption  of  this  Resolution  and 
recordation  of  the  notice  and  assessment  diagram  pursuant  to  Section  36627  of  the  California 
Streets  and  Highways  Code  constitutes  the  levy  of  an  assessment  in  each  of  the  fiscal  years 
covered  by  the  District  Management  Plan.  The  assessments  shall  be  collected  through  a 
special  annual  billing  sent  by  the  City's  Treasurer/Tax  Collector  by  May  1st  of  each  year  to 
each  holder  of  a  City  business  registration  certificate  (business  license)  in  the  District.  District 
businesses  will  have  until  the  last  day  of  June  each  year  to  pay  their  annual  assessments. 

Section  11.  BASELINE  SERVICES.  To  ensure  that  assessment  revenues  from  the 
District  are  used  to  enhance  the  current  level  of  services  provided  by  the  City  within  the 
District,  the  establishment  of  the  District  will  not  affect  the  City's  policy  to  continue  to  provide 
the  same  level  of  service  to  the  areas  encompassed  by  the  District  as  it  provides  to  other 
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imilar  areas  of  the  City  for  the  duration  of  the  District,  provided,  however,  that  in  the  event  of 
significant  downturn  in  citywide  revenues,  the  Board  of  Supervisors  may  reduce  the  level  of 
lunicipal  services  citywide,  including  within  the  District. 

Section  12.  ENVIRONMENTAL  FINDINGS.  The  Planning  Department  has 
etermined  that  the  actions  contemplated  in  this  Resolution  are  in  compliance  with  the 
California  Environmental  Quality  Act  (California  Public  Resources  Code  sections  21000  et 
;eq.).  Said  determination  is  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  in  File  No. 
161419  and  is  incorporated  herein  by  reference. 

Section  13.  MANAGEMENT  DISTRICT  PLAN.  The  Board  of  Supervisors  hereby 
ipproves  the  Management  District  Plan  dated  December  1 1 ,  2006,  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of 
he  Board  of  Supervisors  in  File  No.  061419,  which  modifies  the  Management  District  Plan 
iated  October  6,  2006  by  updating  according  to  Port  records  some  of  the  Facility  Code,  Pier, 
5ea  Wall  and  Berth  Numbers  on  pages  27-29,  and  by  including  more  detail  on  the  boundary 
nap  on  page  26.

Resolution  authorizing  the  San  Francisco  Department  of  Public  Health  (DPH), 
Communicable  Disease  Control  and  Prevention  Section  to  accept  and  expend

WHEREAS,  DPH,  Communicable  Disease  and  Prevention  Section  has  been  awarded 
a  new  grant  from  the  CDHS  in  the  amount  of  $88,582  to  support  pandemic  influenza 
emergency  preparedness  and  response  planning  in  San  Francisco;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  objectives  of  this  project  include  a)  development  of  a  pandemic 
influenza  plan  consistent  with  state  guidance;  b)  public  health  preparedness  for  an  influenza 
pandemic;  c)  laboratory  surge  capacity;  d)  coordination  of  health  care  surge  capacity  including 
alternate  care  sites;  e)  risk  communication  coordination;  f)  surveillance  and  epidemiological

[Endorsement  of  Development  Plan  and  Term  Sheet  for  the  Redevelopment  of  Naval  Station 
Treasure  Island.] 

Resolution  endorsing  the  Development  Plan  and  Term  Sheet  for  the  Redevelopment  of 
Former  Naval  Station  Treasure  Island  between  Treasure  Island  Community 
Development,  LLC  and  the  Treasure  Island  Development  Authority. 

WHEREAS,  In  1994,  a  Citizen's  Reuse  Committee  ("CRC"),  representing  a  broad 
spectrum  of  community  interests,  was  formed  to  review  reuse  planning  efforts  regarding 
Treasure  Island  for  the  San  Francisco  Planning  Department,  the  San  Francisco 
Redevelopment  Agency,  and  the  Board  of  Supervisors;  and, 

WHEREAS,  This  planning  effort  resulted  in  the  establishment  of  a  Draft  Reuse  Plan  for 
Treasure  Island  that  was  endorsed  in  1996  by  the  Mayor,  the  Board  of  Supervisors  and  the 
Planning  Commission;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  1996  Draft  Reuse  Plan  operated  like  a  "general  plan"  for  Treasure 
Island,  identifying  opportunities  and  constraints  and  policy  goals  and  recommendations 
related  to  the  redevelopment  effort;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Also  in  1996,  the  City  finalized  an  agreement  (the  "TIHDI  Agreement")  with 
the  Treasure  Island  Homeless  Development  Initiative  ("TIHDI"),  a  collaboration  of  homeless 
services  agencies  that  was  formed  in  1994  to  develop  the  homeless  component  of  the  Reuse 
Plan,  that,  among  other  things,  (1)  gave  TIHDI  certain  rights  to  participate  in  economic 
development  opportunities  on  Treasure  Island,  (2)  facilitated  implementation  of  a  permanent 
employment  program  related  to  TlHDI's  activities,  (3)  gave  TIHDI  certain  rights  to  both 
temporary  and  permanent  housing  in  support  of  TlHDI's  programs,  and  (4)  provided  TIHDI 
with  financial  support;  and, 
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WHEREAS,  One  of  the  key  recommendations  from  the  reuse  planning  process  was  for 
the  City  to  create  a  single-purpose  authority  to  govern  the  redevelopment  of  Treasure  Island 
and  the  Treasure  Island  Development  Authority  ("TIDA")  was  created  in  1997  to  serve  as  that 
entity;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Under  the  Treasure  Island  Conversion  Act  of  1997  (the  "Act"),  the 
California  Legislature  (1)  designated  TIDA  as  a  redevelopment  agency  under  the  California 
Redevelopment  Law  with  authority  over  Treasure  Island,  and  (2)  with  respect  to  those 
portions  of  Treasure  Island  that  are  subject  to  the  public  trust  for  commerce,  navigation  and 
fisheries  (the  "Tidelands  Trust"),  vested  in  TIDA  the  authority  to  administer  the  Tidelands  Trust 
in  accordance  with  the  terms  of  the  Act;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Another  key  recommendation  from  the  reuse  planning  process  was  that 
the  redevelopment  of  Treasure  Island  should  be  planned  and  implemented  as  a  public/private 
partnership  in  collaboration  with  a  "master  developer",  and,  accordingly,  on  June  14,  2000, 
TIDA  authorized  the  issuance  of  a  Request  for  Qualifications  ("RFQ")  regarding  the  master 
development  of  Treasure  Island  that  contemplated  the  issuance  of  a  Request  for  Proposals 
("RFP")  to  those  respondents  who  met  the  qualifications  under  the  RFQ;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Based  on  review  of  the  submittals  to  the  RFQ  by  the  Treasure 
Island/Yerba  Buena  Island  Citizen's  Advisory  Board  (the  "Tl  CAB"),  staff  and  a  team  of 
consultants,  TIDA  selected  Treasure  Island  Community  Development,  LLC  ("TICD")  as  the 
most  qualified  master  developer  to  proceed  to  the  RFP  phase,  and,  after  an  extensive  public 
process  of  drafting  the  RFP  with  direct  input  from  the  Tl  CAB,  TIDA  issued  a  focused  RFP  in 
April  2002,  and,  after  almost  another  year  of  intensive  analysis  and  numerous  public 
meetings,  on  March  12,  2003,  TIDA  determined  that  TICD's  final  response  to  the  focused 
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RFP  met  the  criteria  set  forth  in  the  RFP  and  warranted  TIDA  entering  into  exclusive 
negotiations  with  TICD;  and, 

WHEREAS,  On  June  1,  2003,  TIDA  entered  into  an  Exclusive  Negotiating  Agreement 
("ENA")  with  TICD  (and  the  parties  entered  into  an  Amended  and  Restated  ENA  dated 
September  15,  2005)  that  sets  forth  the  terms  and  conditions  related  to  the  preparation  and 
approval  of  transaction  documents  for  the  redevelopment  of  Treasure  Island,  including  but  not 
limited  to,  the  subject  of  the  negotiations,  the  term  of  the  exclusive  negotiation  period  and 
options  to  extend  the  term,  the  allocation  and  responsibilities  related  to  transaction  costs 
associated  with  the  negotiations,  the  obligations  of  TICD  and  TIDA  during  the  negotiation 
period,  the  financial  guarantee  required  to  cover  TICD's  obligations  under  the  ENA,  and  a 
schedule  of  performance  for  completion  of  the  transaction  documents;  and, 

WHEREAS,  As  identified  in  the  ENA  Schedule  of  Performance,  in  order  to  address  key 
development  issues  central  to  the  financial  and  regulatory  structure  of  the  development 
planning,  certain  issues  were  prioritized  for  further  analysis,  including  completion  of  additional 
studies  regarding  alternative  locations  for  a  ferry  terminal,  the  feasibility  of  on-site  waste  water 
treatment,  and  a  peer  review  of  TICD's  geotechnical  assumptions;  and, 

WHEREAS,  TIDA  and  TICD  worked  collaboratively  with  staff  of  the  State  Lands 
Commission  to  prepare  Senate  Bill  1873,  authorizing  a  Tidelands  Trust  Exchange  on 
Treasure  and  Yerba  Buena  Islands,  which  was  approved  by  the  State  legislature  and  signed 
by  the  Governor  on  September  15,  2004;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Under  the  ENA,  TICD  and  TIDA  have  worked  to  prepare  a  Development 
Plan  for  Treasure  Island  that  includes  Land  Use  and  Urban  Design,  Open  Space,  Housing, 
Infrastructure,  Community  Facilities,  Transportation,  Fiscal  Impacts,  Financing,  Phasing, 
Sustainability,  Jobs  and  Equal  Opportunity  and  Emergency  Support  plans;  and, 
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WHEREAS,  The  public  planning  process  that  has  resulted  in  the  Development  Plan 
has  involved  presentation  and  review  of  all  elements  of  the  project  by  the  Tl  CAB  and  its 
subcommittees,  the  TIDA  Board,  the  Board  of  Supervisors  Land  Use  and  Economic 
Development  Committee  and  other  stakeholders  groups  totaling  over  150  public  meetings; 
and, 

WHEREAS,  Through  the  planning  process,  staff  and  TICD  have  worked  extensively 
and  in  good  faith  with  key  stakeholders  and  partners  such  as  TIHDI,  the  Sierra  Club,  the 
Treasure  Island  Wetlands  Project,  Arc  Ecology,  the  Bay  Area  Water  Transit  Authority, 
San  Francisco  Planning  and  Urban  Research,  San  Francisco  Little  League,  Treasure  Island 
Sailing  Center,  a  spectrum  of  City  and  County  departments  and  agencies,  and  California 
State  Lands  Commission  staff,  among  others;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Staff  and  TICD  presented  a  comprehensive  Development  Plan  and  Term 
Sheet  for  the  Redevelopment  of  Naval  Station  Treasure  Island  (the  "Development  Plan")  to 
the  Tl  CAB  at  its  September  26,  2006  meeting  and  to  the  TIDA  Board  at  its  September  27, 
2006  meeting;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Development  Plan  includes  extensive  public  benefits,  including, 
among  other  things,  1 ,800  below-market  affordable  housing  units,  the  creation  of 
approximately  300  acres  of  parks,  open  space  and  recreational  amenities,  a  commitment  to 
high  levels  of  sustainable  development  practices,  including  green  building  standards,  an 
innovative  transportation  program,  storm  water  treatment  wetlands  and  solar  energy 
generation,  and  economic  development  benefits  such  as  the  creation  of  thousands  of 
permanent  and  construction  jobs  and  the  expansion  of  the  TIHDI  job  broker  program  targeting 
jobs  to  formerly  homeless  and  economically  disadvantaged  individuals  and  San  Francisco 
residents  generally;  and, 
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WHEREAS,  The  Development  Plan  has  been  structured  such  that  the  project  delivers 
all  of  these  public  benefits  without  any  new  contribution  from  or  recourse  to  the  City's  General 
Fund;  and,

WHEREAS,  The  Board  of  Supervisors  hereby  acknowledges  that  there  are  a  number 
of  issues  related  to  the  reliability  of  funding  for  the  transportation  programs  set  forth  in  the 
Development  Plan  that  require  further  study  and  analysis  and  that  such  issues  need  to  be 
resolved  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Board  as  a  condition  to  the  Board's  approval  of  the 
Disposition  and  Development  Agreement  ("DDA");  now,  therefore,  be  it 

RESOLVED,  That  the  Board  of  Supervisors  hereby  endorses  the  Development  Plan  in 
substantially  the  form  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  in  File  No.  061498, 
which  is  hereby  declared  to  be  a  part  of  this  resolution  as  if  fully  set  forth  herein,  subject  to  the 
following  conditions:

c)  Be  developed  in  timely  collaboration  with  the  impacted  City  departments; 

d)  Ensure  that  the  General  Fund  subsidy  for  municipal  services,  excluding 
transportation  services,  ends  by  2017,  which  date  shall  be  updated  to  be  consistent 
with  the  project  phasing  in  the  DDA; 

e)  Be  final  in  that  all  legal  and  legislative  authorizations  related  to  additional 
taxes  and  fees  that  may  legally  be  set  at  that  time  have  been  obtained;  and 

f)  Reflect  the  economic  realities  of  providing  sufficient  transportation  to  the 
Island  by  the  Municipal  Railway  (MUNI)  and  demonstrate  that  the  incremental  costs  of 
providing  municipal  services,  including  MUNI,  caused  by  the  new  development  can  be 
provided  out  of  the  new  revenues  generated  by  the  development  of  the  project.

WHEREAS,  Section  1  (b)(3)  of  Article  XIIIA  of  the  Constitution  of  the  State  of  California 
(the  "State")  and  Chapter  1.5,  Part  10,  Division  1,  Title  1  of  the  State  Education  Code 
(collectively,  the  "Act")  authorize  the  issuance  of  general  obligation  bonds  by  a  schooi  district 
with  the  approval  of  at  least  55%  of  the  voter  of  the  school  district  voting  on  the  proposition 
provided  such  proposition  approved  by  the  voters  includes  certain  accountability  measures 
set  forth  in  the  Act;  and, 

WHEREAS,  On  November  7,  2006  the  qualified  electors  of  the  San  Francisco  Unified 
School  District  (the  "District")  approved  Proposition  A  ("Proposition  A")  by  more  than  the 
requisite  55%  vote,  authorizing  the  issuance  of  general  obligation  bonds  of  the  District  in  an 
aggregate  principal  amount  not  to  exceed  $450,000,000  (the  "Bonds")  to  modernize  and 
repair  up  to  64  additional  school  facilities  to  health,  safety,  instructional  and  accessibility 
standards,  and  where  applicable,  replace  portable  trailers  with  permanent  classrooms, 
upgrade  bathrooms,  science  labs,  plumbing,  electrical  and  other  building  systems,  replace 
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heating  and  ventilation  systems,  and  renovate  classrooms  and  to  pay  all  necessary  legal, 
financial,  engineering  and  contingent  costs  in  connection  therewith;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Based  upon  the  canvass  certificates  of  the  Registrar  of  Voters  of  the  City 
and  County  of  San  Francisco  (the  "City"),  at  least  55%  of  the  votes  cast  on  Proposition  A  were 
in  favor  of  Proposition  A;  and, 

WHEREAS,  In  accordance  with  the  Act  and  the  policies  of  the  District,  an  independent 
citizens'  oversight  committee  has  been  formed  by  the  District  in  connection  with  the  issuance 
of  the  District's  Proposition  A,  Election  of  2003  general  obligation  bonds  previously  authorized 
under  the  Act  to,  among  other  duties  specified  in  the  Act,  (i)  ensure  that  the  revenues  of  such 
bonds  are  expended  only  for  purposes  authorized  by  the  Act,  (ii)  ensure  that  no  funds  are 
used  for  any  teacher  salaries  or  administrative  salaries  or  other  Distiict  operating  expenses 
and  (iii)  review  the  annual  independent  financial  audit  and  the  annual  independent 
performance  audit  required  by  the  Act  and  to  inform  the  public  concerning  the  expenditure  of 
bond  revenues;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  District  anticipates  that  it  will  expand  the  charge  of  the  previously 
formed  independent  citizens  oversight  committee  to  provide  oversight  for  the  Bonds  as 
described  above  and  as  otherwise  required  by  the  Act;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Pursuant  to  Section  15140(b)  of  the  Education  Code  of  the  State  of 
California  (the  "Education  Code"),  a  board  of  supervisors  of  any  county  may  provide  by 
resolution  that  the  governing  board  of  any  school  district  over  which  the  county  superintendent 
of  schools  has  jurisdiction,  and  which  has  not  received  a  qualified  or  negative  certification  in 
its  most  recent  interim  report,  may  issue  and  sell  bonds  on  its  own  behalf  without  further 
action  of  such  board  of  supervisors  or  any  of  its  officers;  now  therefore,  be  it 
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RESOLVED,  BY  THE  BOARD  OF  SUPERVISORS  OF  THE  CITY  AND  COUNTY  OF 
SAN  FRANCISCO  AS  FOLLOWS: 

Section  1 .  Recitals.  All  of  the  recitals  herein  are  true  and  correct. 

Section  2.  Authorization  of  District  to  Sell  and  Issue  Bonds  on  its  Own  Behalf. 
Pursuant  to  Section  15140(b)  of  the  Education  Code,  this  Board  of  Supervisors  (the  "Board") 
authorizes  the  District  to  issue  and  sell  bonds,  to  be  known  as  the  "San  Francisco  Unified 
School  District  (City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  California),  (Proposition  A,  Election  of 
2006),  General  Obligation  Bonds,"  and  herein,  the  "Bonds,"  in  one  or  more  series,  on  its  own 
behalf  without  further  action  by  this  Board  or  any  officer  of  the  City,  provided,  however,  that 
the  District  shall  not  have  received  a  qualified  or  negative  certification  in  its  most  recent 
interim  report  prior  to  the  issuance  and  sale  of  any  series  of  Bonds. 

Section  3.  Levy  and  Collection  of  Tax:  Payment  of  Bonds.  For  the  purpose  of  paying 
principal  of  and  interest  on  the  Bonds,  this  Board  at  the  time  of  fixing  the  general  tax  levy  for 
the  City  shall  fix,  and  in  the  manner  provided  for  in  the  general  tax  levy,  levy  and  collect 
annually  until  the  Bonds  are  paid,  a  tax  sufficient  to  provide  funds  for  the  payment  of  the 
interest  on  the  Bonds  as  it  becomes  due  and  also  any  part  of  the  principal  and  interest  that  is 
to  become  due  before  the  proceeds  of  a  tax  levied  at  the  time  for  making  the  next  general  tax 
levy  may  be  made  available  for  the  payment  of  principal  and  interest.  All  taxes  levied,  when 
collected  shall  be  paid  to  the  credit  of  the  interest  and  sinking  fund  of  the  District  held  by  the 
paying  agent  and  bond  registrar  for  the  Bonds,  initially  the  Treasurer/T ax  Collector  of  the  City, 
and  shall  be  used  for  the  payment  of  the  principal  and  interest  on  the  Bonds  and  for  no  other 
purpose. 

Section  4.  Additional  Duty  to  Lew  Tax.  Pursuant  to  Section  1 5252  of  the  Education 
Code,  this  Board  shall  annually,  at  the  time  of  fixing  the  general  tax  levy  for  the  City,  estimate

City  officers,  officials  and  staff  are  hereby  authorized  and 
directed,  jointly  and  severally,  to  do  any  and  all  things  and  to  execute  and  deliver  any  and  all 
documents  that  they  may  deem  necessary  or  advisable  in  order  to  enable  the  District  to 
proceed  with  the  issuance  of  the  Bonds,  and  otherwise  carry  out,  give  effect  to  and  comply 
with  the  terms  and  intent  of  this  Resolution.  Such  actions  heretofore  taken  by  such  officers, 
officials  and  staff  are  hereby  ratified,  confirmed  and  approved. 

Section  7.  Resolution  to  District.  The  Clerk  of  this  Board  is  hereby  directed  to  provide 
a  certified  copy  of  this  Resolution  to  the  District  upon  adoption. 
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Section  8.  Notices  to  City.  The  District  shall  provide  notice  to  the  City,  through  its 
Office  of  Public  Finance,  of  its  intent  to  sell  or  issue  any  future  series  of  Bonds  no  less  than 
forty-five  (45)  days  prior  to  the  anticipated  sale  or  issuance  of  any  such  Bonds  which  notice 
shall  be  acknowledged  in  writing  by  the  Mayor's  Office  of  Public  Finance  within  fifteen  (15) 
days  of  receipt  of  such  notice.  Furthermore,  the  City,  through  its  Office  of  Public  Finance, 
shall  receive  a  copy  of  the  certified  resolution  of  the  District  Board  of  Education  approving  the 
issuance  of  any  future  series  of  the  Bonds,  a  copy  of  the  debt  service  schedule  and  all 
minutes  approved  by  the  independent  citizens'  oversight  committee  formed  pursuant  to  the 
Act.  Failure  to  provide  any  such  notice,  acknowledgement,  resolution,  debt  service  schedule 
or  minutes  shall  not  affect  the  validity  of  any  Bonds  sold  or  issued  by  the  District.

[Interim  Zoning  Requiring  Conditional  Use  Authorization  for  Change  in  Use  or  Reduction  of 
15,000  square  feet  or  more  of  Recreational  Space] 

Resolution  imposing  interim  zoning  controls  establishing  a  requirement  for  conditional 
use  authorization  for  a  change  in  use  or  reduction  in  size  of  any  recreational  space  of 
75,000  square  feet  or  more  including  indoor  or  outdoor  facilities,  for  an  eighteen  (18) 
month  period  and  making  a  determination  of  consistency  with  the  priority  policies  of 
Planning  Code  Section  101.1. 


WHEREAS,  Planning  Code  Section  306.7  provides  for  the  imposition  of  interim  zoning 
controls  to  accomplish  several  objectives,  including  control  of  uses  which  generate  an 
adverse  impact  on  open  space  and  other  recreational  areas  and  facilities;  preservation  of  the 
existing  character  of  neighborhoods;  and  development  and  conservation  of  the  commerce  and 
industry  of  the  City  in  order  to  maintain  adequate  services  for  its  residents,  visitors, 
businesses  and  institutions;  and, 

WHEREAS,  San  Francisco  has  experienced  a  significant  diminishment  of  recreational 
space  and  further  loss  of  such  space  is  contemplated;  and, 

WHEREAS,  These  controls  are  intended  and  designed  to  deal  with  and  ameliorate  the 
problems  and  conditions  associated  with  the  change  in  use  or  reduction  in  size  of  existing 
recreational  spaces  of  75,000  square  feet  or  more  to  another  use  during  the  next  eighteen 
(18)  months;  and, 

WHEREAS,  This  Board  has  considered  the  impact  on  the  public  health,  safety,  peace, 
and  general  welfare,  including,  but  not  limited  to  adverse  impacts  on  open  space  and  other 
recreational  areas,  facilities,  and  spaces;  the  impacts  on  the  existing  character  of 
neighborhoods;  and  development  and  conservation  of  the  commerce  and  industry  of  the  City 
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in  order  to  maintain  adequate  services  for  its  residents,  visitors,  businesses  and  institutions;

WHEREAS,  This  Board  has  determined  that  the  public  interest  will  be  best  served  by 
imposition  of  these  interim  controls  at  this  time  in  order  to  ensure  that  the  legislative  scheme 
which  may  be  ultimately  adopted  is  not  undermined  during  the  planning  and  legislative 
process  for  permanent  controls;  now,  therefore,  be  it 

RESOLVED,  Pursuant  to  Planning  Code  Section  306.7,  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  by 
this  resolution,  hereby  requires  conditional  use  authorization  prior  to  a  change  in  use  or 
reduction  in  size  of  any  recreational  space  of  75,000  square  feet  or  more;  and,  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  for  purposes  of  these  interim  controls  "recreational 
space",  shall  include  uses  defined  under  Planning  Code  Sections  209.4  ["community 
facilities"];  209.5  ["Open  recreation  and  horticulture"];  218  ["Personal  services"];  221.4(a) 
["clubhouse"];  221.4(b)  ["Lodge  Building"];  221.4(e)  ["Recreational  building"];  221.4(g)  ["private 
noncommercial  recreational  open  use"];  221.4(h)  ["Amusement  park,  and  related  commercial 
amusement  enterprises  not  conducted  in  completely  enclosed  buildings"]; 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  for  purposes  of  these  interim  controls  "conditional  use" 
shall  have  the  meaning  given  to  such  terms  in  Planning  Code  Section  303;  and,  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  for  purposes  of  these  interim  controls,  the  Planning 
Commission,  as  part  of  its  decision  on  a  conditional  use  application  for  any  use  subject  to 
these  controls,  shall  consider  the  criteria  for  a  conditional  use  articulated  in  Planning  Code

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  if  replacement  recreational  space  is  provided,  the  Planning.

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FURTHER  RESOLVED,  if  replacement  recreational  space  is  provided,  the  Planning 
Commission  mav  consider  the  extent  to  which  any  public  or  non-member  access  to  the 
recreational  space  that  existed  in  the  prior  project  is  maintained  in  the  proposed  project:  and. 
be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  for  purposes  of  these  interim  controls,  any  project  that 
includes  as  part  of  the  project,  a  one-for-one  like-kind  replacement  of  each  square  foot  of 
recreational  space  demolished  with  a  new  recreational  space  on-site,  shall  not  require  a 
conditional  use  authorization  for  purposes  of  this  Resolution,  unless  a  conditional  use  is 
otherwise  required  for  the  project;  and  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  these  interim  controls  shall  remain  in  effect  for  eighteen 
(18)  months  or  until  the  adoption  of  permanent  legislation  regulating  change  in  use  or 
reduction  of  recreational  space,  whichever  first  occurs;  and,  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  these  interim  controls  advance  and  are  consistent  with 
Priority  Policies  2  and  8  of  the  Planning  Code  section  101 .1  in  that  they  attempt  to  preserve 
the  character  and  quality  of  our  neighborhoods  and  protect  our  parks  and  open  space  from 
development.  With  respect  to  Priority  Policies  1,  3,  4,  5,  6,  and  7,  the  Board  finds  that  the 
interim  zoning  controls  will  have  no  effect  upon  these  policies,  and  thus,  will  not  conflict  with 
said  policies.

[DPW  Notification  Process  for  Sidewalk  Repair.] 

Resolution  urging  the  Department  of  Public  Works  to  improve  its  notification  process 
to  responsible  property  owners  for  the  construction,  repair,  and  replacement  of 
sidewalks. 

WHEREAS,  Based  on  direction  of  the  Mayor,  the  Department  of  Public  Works  has 
instituted  a  more  vigorous  enforcement  of  Public  Works  Code  section  706,  which  mandates 
that  owners  of  property  fronting  public  sidewalks  are  responsible  for  the  construction,  repair, 
and  replacement  of  any  sidewalks  which  may  cause  injury  to  persons  or  damage  to  property; 
and, 

WHEREAS,  As  part  of  this  more  vigorous  enforcement,  the  Department  of  Public 
Works  has  already  noticed  a  number  of  property  owners  of  their  responsibilities;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  notice  distributed  to  property  owners  provides  that  all  work  "must 
commence  and  be  completed  within  thirty  (30)  calendar  days  from  the  date  of  the  notice;" 
and, 

WHEREAS,  This  expectation  placed  on  the  responsible  property  owners  is  not  only 
next  to  impossible  to  achieve,  but  is  also  a  clear  misapplication  of  Public  Works  Code  section 
706.2;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Public  Works  Code  section  706.2,  states  that  the  noticed  work  need  only 
be  commenced  within  30  days,  and  that  it  does  not  need  to  be  completed  within  30  days;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Department  of  Public  Works  has  also  failed  to  clearly  articulate  the 
reasons  for  this  more  vigorous  enforcement  to  affected  responsible  property  owners  and 
failed  to  explain  the  indigent  grant  program  that  may  be  available  to  lower  income  property 
owners;  and,
